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NEW Dramatick Pantomime Opera, entitled 
Perfeus and Andromeda, was read to the great 
Satisfaction of al] the Members prefent. 

A Motion was made, that Inftructions might 
be given to the Secretary, to let the former 
part of the Journal be frequently employed 
on Political Differtations; as being a more 
agreeable Subjc&t to the generality of readers, 
than matters of Literature. This Motion was 
feconded by Mr. Noodle, who defired, that 
further Inftruétions might be given, to take 

particular care to vindicate every ftep taken by the Gentlemen ia the ad- 
miniftration. He added, that it would not only tend to the Honour of the 
Society, to give fuch publick proofs of their Loyalty and Zeal ; but would 
aif. probably procure a comfortable Subtiftence for many of the members, 
who at prefent enjoy no great affluence of Fortune, This was vehemencly 
oppofed by Mr. Numskull, who told him that he talked like an Afs ; for 
no Papers fold fo well as thofe which were filled with invectives againft 
the Miniftry; and that for his part he fcorned any advantages that might 
arife from flattering men in power. Mr. Noodle reply’d with fome warmth, 
that he was a fool and a blockhead, and took up the Fire-fhovel to ftrike 
him. Mr. Numskull was not behind hand with the bellows: and a terrible fray 
had immediately enfued, if the Chairman had not called them to order. 

Silence being with great difficulty obtained, the Chairman, having fumm’d 
up the fubftance of the debate, was pleafed to declare his opinion in the 
following manner ; 

Gentlemen, 

It is impoflible for any man of fenfe to deny, that political Controverfies 
have been always fo generally judged to belong to this Society, that very 
few have engaged in them, who were not members of it. The Backs and 
Ears of many of you will be a lafting teftimony of your fufferings in the 
glorious caule of writing. But tho’ it is certain, that thefe Honours of 
right belong to you in your private capacities: yet I cannot perfuade my 
felf, that we have any claim to them as a Body. The Unanimity which 
ought to appear in a Paper publifhed by our joint confent, would be de- 
ftrov’d by entring on a fubject, which, as this day’s deba'e has fhewn, can- 
not be handled without great heats and animofities. For my own part, I 
hive endeavoured hitherto, in that fhare of our Journal, which you have 
committed to me, to fteer evenly between the two parties, and | hope, 1 
have not yet given offence to either ; and if 1 fhould hereafter do it, I af- 
fure you it will proceed from miftake, not from defign, As for the firft 
part of our paper, which we have committed to the learned Mr. Bavius, 
I am of opinion that we ought to leave the matter wholly to him, who, 
I dare fay, choofes rather to confine himfelf to fubjeéts of Literature, than 
to engage in any party fquabbles. But as a Motion has been made, I am 
oblig’d to put the Queftion to you, Whether any Inftructions fhall be given 
to the Secretary to engage im Political Controverfies. 

The Queflion being put accordingly, it was carried in the negative by a 
‘great \{ajority.

T= obligations of the learned World to your Society are greatly aug- 

mented by the generous care, which they have fhewn for the publick, 
in fending abroad their Journal. What may we not expect from a Paper 
which is publifhed with the joint confent of fo illuftrious a body! Your 
own learned Remarks on the incomparable Ode of our Laureat, have 
given a {pecimen of the juftnefs and accuracy of your Criticifms. In your 
Introduction you promited the publication of fuch Differtations as flould 
receive the approbation ot your Society. Happy fhall 1 be, if this Letter, 
which I defign as an Eflay an Miltonic Verfe, may be approved by {fo learned 
an Affembly. 

Before I enter on the fubje& of this Effay, I thall beg leave to fobferve, 
that Poets may be divided into two Claffes ; the Parnaflians, and the Gru- 
bans. Of the former were moft of the Antients, and of the latter are 
moft of the Moderns. That beautitul way of writing, which we call Imi- 
tation, has been managed after a different manner by thefe two Ciaffes of 
writers. The Parnaflians were ftrangers to the clofe way of Imitation, 
wherein confifts its greateft beau'y; and one of their Chiefs calls fuch Imi- 
tators feruum pecus, Their way of Imitating was very loofe, as will ap- 
pear by compariag Virgi’s Georgicks with thofe of Hefiod, whom he 
openly profefled to imitate; 


Afcraumque cano Romana per oppida carmen. 


But a true Grubxan Imitator fhould follow his Author ftep by ftep, quite 
contrary to that erroneous rule of Horace; 


Nec verbum werbo curabis reddcre fidus 
Ingerpres. 


By this means a Poem of the Purnaffian kind in one Language may be 
tranflated into a Grubzan Poem in another. By this means a Parnaflian 
Tragedy of Corneille has been made to fhine with true Grubzan honour on 
the Britifh Stage, by an eminent Dramatick Writer of your Society, This 
Rule indeed chiefly regards Tranflations : for fhould an Imitator tollow/a 
Poem written in the fame Language with the Exaétnefs I propofe, he would 
rather tranicribe than imitate. In this cafe taen, he may choofe a fubject 
different from that of his Author, and fo his very words may be made ufe 
of. Thus aithough the words may be Parnaflian, yet, the fence being 
Grubxan, the whole Poem will be fo too, but much more fo, if he can 
pick out fuch words as are Grubzan alfo.

The fiyle of Treaties being generally long ard istricate, it was thought proper to 
give avery fhort and intelligible Abftract of the /ate Treaty, sthis Paper. 

Abftraét of the Treaty of Peace, &c. between Great Britain, France, and 
Spain, «o icluded at Seville, Nov.g. N.S. 1729. 

I. Ali former Treaties fhall be effeétually renewed and confirmed, in all 
P ints not derogatory from the prefent Treaty, in as ample manner, as 1 
they were Fee inferted word for word. — a 

Il. Their three Majeftics guor.m'y reciprocclly their Kingdoms, States, 
and Dominions, in what pert of the world foever fituate, and the righis of 
their commerce. So that they, or any one of them, being attacked or 
molefted, by any Power whatever, they oblige themfelves, in cafe their 
offices be not fufficient to procure fatisfactior, to furnifh each of them 
Sovo foot, and 4000 horfe, The Party attacked may chufe, inftead of 
troops. fhips of war or tranfports, or even fubtidies in money, in propor- 
tion to the expence of troops; in the valuation of which, 1000 foot fhall 
be computed at %0,-00 Florins, and 10°0 horfe at 3°,0co0 F’o ins Dutch, 

er month, Their Majefties are to continue the faid fuccours as long as 
the Trouble fhail fubtift ; and, in cafe it fhall be found neceffary, fall mu- 
tualy fuccour each other with all their Forces, and even declare war againtt 
the Agzreflor. 

II It having been alledged, that in the Treaties concluced at Vienn», 
between the Emperor and the King of Spain, in 1725, there weie divers 
claufes intringing feveral Treaties in which commerce may be concerned, 
gntecedent to 17253 his Catholic Majefty declares, that he never meant 
to grant, nor will fuffer to fublift, any privilege contrary to the Treaties 
above confii med. 

1V. All neceffary orders fhall be difpatched without delay, for the re- 
eftablifhment of the Commerce of the Englifh and French Nations, as well 
in Europe as in the Indies, on the foot of «the Treaties and Conventions 
antecedent to the year 172§. 

V. His Catholic Majefty thall forthwith caufe reparation to be made |for 
the damages fuffered in Europe, fince the time preicribed by the Prelimi- 
naries tor the ceflation of hoftilities; and for the damages fuffered in Ame- 
rica, fince the arrival of his orders at Cartageno, June +t, 1728. Their 
Britannic and moft Chriftian Majefties, :f there be like cuics, fhall caufe re- 
paration to be m de in like manner. 

VI. Commiffaries fhall! be nominated on the part of their Britannic and 
Catholic Majefties, who fheli affemble at the Court of Spain, within 4 
months after the exchange of the Ratifications, to examine and decide con- 
ceinng the damages fuffered; concerning the abufes of Commerce, both 
in the Indies and in Europe; and concerning all other Pretenfions in Ame- 
rica, with refpect to the limits, or otherwife. Thev fhall likewife difcufs 
and decide the pretenfions which his Catholic Majefty msy have by the 
Treaty of 1721, for the reftitution of the Ships taken by the Englifh Fleet 
in 171°. And their decifions fhall be punétually executed within 6 months 
a‘ter th:y have nade their Report. 

VII Commiffaries fhall be likewife nominated by his moft Chriftian and 
his Catholic Majefty, to examine all grievances whatfoever. 

Vill. The Commiffiries fhall finith their Commiffion within 3 years 
after the figning of the Treaty. 

1X. The introducing of garrifons of 6000 Spanifh Troops into Leghorn, 
Poito Ferraro, Parma, and Placentia, fhall be effe€tuated without lofs of 
time, for the better {curing the immediate fucceffion of thofe States, in fa- 
vour of the Infante Don Carlos. 

X. The contracting Powers fhall forthwith ufe all applications, confiftent 
with the dignity and quiet of the Great Duke of Tuicany, and the Duke 
of Parma, to the end the Garrifons may be received without oppofition. 
And the faid Garrifons fhall take an oath to the prefent Pofffeffors, to de- 
tend them in every thing nct contrary to the right of fucceffion ; and fhall 
not meddie, direétly or indiseétly, in political, economical, or civil Affairs. 

XI. His Catholic Majefty promifes for himfelf and his fucceffors, that 
as foon as the Infante Don Cirlos, or his Son, or whoever {ncceeds to his 
rights, fhali be the quiet Pofleffor of thofe States, in fafety from all jut 
grounds of fear; he will caufe to be withdrawn from thofe places the 


Troops whichf{kall be his own, and not belonging to Don Carlos, or his 
Heirs. 


X11. The contracting Powers ingage to eftabliih and maintain Don Carlos 
and his Heirs in the poffeflion of Tufcany, Parnia, and Placentia, againft any 
Power whatever ; declaring themfelves Guarantees for ever of the Right, 
—— of the moft ferene Infante, and of his fucceffors .*o the faid 

tates. 

XIII. When the other Regulations concerning the faid Garrifons {hal! be 
fettied, by an agreement between his Catholick Majefty, and the Great Duke 
and the Dukeot Parma, theirBritannic and moft Chriftian Majetties promie 
to ratify and guaranty the fame, 


XIV. The States General, and fuch other Powers as fhall be agreed o, 
ihall be invited to come into the Treaty. 

In two feparate Articles it is agreed,» that, under the general denomina- 
tion of the Treaties and Conventions antecedent to 1725, mentioned in the 
IVth Article, are comprehended all ‘Treaties of peace and commerce, fiom 
that of Utrecht 1713, to this prefent time. In confequence of which, ail 
Seizures, Confifcations and Detentions, either by Great Brit.ia or Syoi%, 
{hall be immediately reftored ; and the Ship Prince Frederick is particulary 
mentioned to be reftored, with her Cargo, to its full value.
